The University of Santo Tomas 
has survived three long centuries. 
She has been passing in front of 
her not a few torments; she ha* j 
found herself in the very vortex of : 
not a few storms of hate and pas' !

Her sons have always been lo- 
yal to her; she has always been 1 
loyal to her own principles: Christ- 
ian—Spanish and Filipino. To ask , 
for any other thing would be to : 
destroy her and her destruction ! 
would mean the ruin of not a few 
Philippine traditions. 

Dear alumni : on your homecom- j 
ing day, I have no other message 
to give than what I have always .

Engineering Courses 
Emphasized By UST 

Realizing the significance of en- 
gineering for the material progress 
and self-sufficiency of the Com- 
monwealth both at war and in 
peace, the University of Santo To- 
rn as in an effort to save the coun- 
try better will, beginning next 
school s .year, give new impetus to 
the different departments of En- 
gineering offered at present by the 
university; civil, mining, chemical, 
electrical and mechanical. 

Main features of the new policy 
will be: first, a substantial reduc- 
tion of the tuition fees to make 
these studies available t 0 the lar- 
gest possible number of students; 
second, discounts for subjects in 
which students excel as a stimu- 
lus to specialization with a view 
to the industrialization of the

experienced professors to . the 
present staff to make instruction 
more practical. The announce- 
ment was made by the ,Rev. Fr. 
Jesus Valbuena, O.P., Regent of 
the U.S.T. College of Engineering 
and the School of Architecture and 
Fine Arts. Professor Alberto Gue, 
vara is the dean of the college.

Y por eso hemos querido, Senor, congregarnos en vuestro 
derredor; para deciros que estamos junto a Vos y que podeis 
disponer de nosotros siempre que la Patria lo requiera. 

En los siglos medioevales los senores se cruzaban y llama- 
ban junto a si a sus mesnadas para llevarlas a la guerra. 

Vos no nos habeis llamado. Fuimos nosotros los que pe- 
dimos estuvieseis hoy con nosotros. Y fuisteis tan bueno, que, 
enfermo y todo, habeis querido recibir nuestro juramento de 
fidelidad.

Y nosotros, los dominicos, directores y Rectores de esta Ve- 
nerable Institution, aunque nacidos en Espana, nos conceptua- 
mos tan unidos e identificados con vosotros, por los lazos comu- 
nes de Religion, Cultura y Lengua, que tambien nos ofrecemos 
para los dias amargos, si llegasen, y para las obras de paz y 
engrandecimiento. 

Aqui hemos dejado nuestra Juventud ; aqui hemos gastado 
nuestras fuerzas; aqui se consumio nuestra salud; aqui dejare- 
mos nuestros restos, que, al volver al polvo, se incorporaran a 
ia tierra filipina, de la cual forman ya parte los cuerpos de cien- 
tos y miles de Profesores de Sto. Tomas. 

Sefior: A vuestras Ordenes y a las ordenes de la gran 
potencia Norteamericana que aim rige en cierto modo los des- 
tinos de este pueblo. A la sombra de esas dos banderas hemos 
trabajado, como antes trabajamos bajo la gualda y roja; co- 
bijados por ellas queremos trabajar. Lo que ellas significan es 
y sera siempre Sagrado para todos nosotros.
